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Let Brotherly Love Continue 


Heb. 13:1. 

Dear readers, the love of God will not 
continue without we “let” it. We can 
hinder the love of God and keep it from 
having its effect in our hearts and lives. 
There is no unity, no fellowship and no 
peace without the love of God. 

“And because iniquity shall abound, 
the love of many shall wax cold,” Matt. 
24:12. In 2 Cor. 12:20 we find the 
works of iniquity: “debates, envyings, 
wraths, strifes, backbitings, whisperings, 
swellings, tumults.” These things will 
stop the love of God. It can not con- 
tinue where these things abound, but 
will wax cold. 

“And above all things have fervent 
charity among yourselves,” 1 Peter 4:8. 

Dear brother, “fervent” means “red 
hot” and “charity” means “love,” so 
the Lord wants us to have “red hot 
love” one for another. 

“Mark them which cause divisions,” 
Rom. 16:17. 

No person that causes a division will 
acknowledge when he is doing it that 
he’s wrong. He can’t get others to fol- 
low him and confess all at the same time 
he’s wrong, but it’s his idea and theory 
that he’s right that causes others to fol- 
low him. Yet Paul said, “Mark” them 
that cause divisions. Praise God, if we 
will “let” the love of God continue, and 
stand like soldiers, we can override lit- 
tle difficulties. Thank God! 

Let’s read 1 John 3:1. “Behold, what 
manner of love the Father had bestowed 
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upon us, that we should be called the 
sons of God.” vv. 2, 3, “Beloved, now 
are we the sons of God, and it doth not 
yet appear what we shall be: but we 
know that, when he shall appear, we 
shall be like him; for we shall see him as 
he is. And every man that hath this 
hope in him purifieth himself, even as 
he is pure.” 

Yes, we will purify ourselves from 
“everything” that will hinder or keep 
the love of God from continuing if we 
have that “hope” of seeing Him when 
He comes. 

In Rev. 2:1-4 we find that the church 
at Ephesus had lost their first love, yet 
they had works, labor, and patience. 
Sure, they were still testifying and I’m 
sure they were still saying “glory,” but 
Paul said in 1 Cor. 5:6, “Your glory- 
ing is not good.” Why? Because the 
lump is not leavened. v. 7, “Purge out 
therefore the old leaven.” Praise God, 
let’s get rid of the works of iniquity and 
“Jet” brotherly love continue. 

Secondhand love will not do. Read 
Heb. 12:1, “Let us lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which doth so easily 
beset us, and let us run with patience 
the race that is set before us.” 

Not one weight does God want, not 
one sin, but He wants a pure religion 
without a “spot.” 

“Now no chastening for the present 
seemeth to be joyous, but grievous: nev- 
ertheless afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 


them which are exercised thereby,” Heb. 
12:31. 

This may cut a little but if you ex- 
pect brotherly love to continue you will 
have to yield. You may say, “You are 
hard.” No, I’m not skinning, but how 
do you expect God to save, sanctify and 
baptize with the Holy Ghost when your 
Church is all in a confusion, no unity 
and fellowship? The thing to do is have 
a confession meeting, start a prayer 
meeting, get lost souls on your heart. 
Visit your neighbors, have prayer with 
them. Live like holiness folks. Talk 
like holiness folks. Quit looking 
through the devil’s magnifying glass. 
Quit looking for temporal things, 
but look for a city whose builder and 
maker is God, for here we have no con- 
tinuing city but we seek one to come. 
Paul said, “Forgetting those things which 
are behind and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before, I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high call- 
ing of God in Christ Jesus.” 

It will pay us to live soberly, right- 
eously and godly in this present world. 
Paul was on a mission trip once, the 
storm was raging and the ship was being 
tossed to and fro. There were murmurs 
and complaints but Paul said, “Except 
ye abide in the ship ye cannot be saved.” 
We are being tossed to and fro on the 
sea of time. Yes, the storms are raging 
and unless we let brotherly love continue 
we can not be saved, we will never make

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God's Tomorrow

Text, Nahum 1:6, “Who can stand 
before his indignation? And who can 
abide in the fierceness of his anger? His 
fury is poured out like fire and the rocks 
are thrown down by him.”

God 
vowed that He would destroy man 
from this world. He sent a flood and 
wiped every human being from off 
this earth except Noah and his family, 
who had lived righteously; every trace of 
wickedness God destroyed. This world 
was begun anew by Noah and his family. 


Noah worshiped God and offered sac- 
rifices and God was pleased again, but 
as the years passed and people increased, 
they began to wander into idolatry and 
sin again. This increased until it stirred 
God and He called Moses to lead the peo- 
ple out of sin (Egypt) into the land of 
promise.

even very dark, and no brightness in 
it.” God told Joel that He would dry 
up the corn and lay waste the fields that 
the seed would rot under the clods, the 
vine would dry up, the trees of the field 
would wither away, the cattle would 
mourn, the beasts would groan because 
of no pasture, the rivers of water would 
dry up, the worms and bugs, caterpil- 
lars, canker worm and locusts would eat 
the fields. Alas, for the day of the Lord 
is at hand and as destruction from the 
Almighty shall it come because of wick- 
edness. There hath not been ever the 
like, neither shall be any more after it. 


Zeph. 1:14-18, “The great day of the 
Lord is near, it is near, and hasteth great- 
ly, even the voice of the day of the 
Lord: the mighty man shall cry there 
bitterly. That day is a day of wrath, a 
day of trouble and distress, a day of 
wasteness and desolation, a day of dark- 
ness and gloominess, a day of clouds and 
thick darkness, a day of trumpet and 
alarm against the fenced cities, and 
against the high towers. And I will bring 
distress upon men, that they shall walk 
like blind men, because they have sinned 
against the Lord: and their blood shall 
be poured out as dust, and their flesh 
as the dung.” 

Dear soul, God’s tomorrow is near. 
We are living in the day when these 
prophecies are being fulfilled. Jesus said 
when you see these things (spoken of 
by the prophet) come to pass, you'll 
know it is nigh, even at the door. God’s 
wrath is soon to be poured out without 
mixture. There is mercy now. God is 
just beginning to bring trouble on man 
for his sins. These things coming to pass 
are just the beginning of sorrow. Dear 
soul, if I could impress upon you what 
I see in God’s Bible that is just ahead of 
us, I am sure you would repent. Wick- 
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edness is increasing, crime is on every 
corner, people are lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God. God is look- 
ing down and frowning on this world. 
He will soon come out to punish the in- 
habitants for their sins without measure. 
His fury is soon to be poured out like 
“FIRE.” Mal. 4:1, “For, behold, the 
day cometh, that shall burn as an oven; 
and all the proud, yea, and all they 
that do wickedly shall be stubble: and 
the day that cometh shall burn them up, 
saith the Lord of hosts, that it shall leave 
them neither root nor branch.” 


In the ninth chapter of Revelation is 
just part of what God is going to bring 
upon man for his wickedness. 

First woe: Locusts that will torment 
men five months. These locusts are not 
ordinary locusts for ordinary locusts 
have no king (Prov. 30:27). But these 
locusts have a king over them (Rev. 9: 
11), which is from the bottomless pit. 
Their sting is in their tails. Men will 
desire to die but death will flee from 
them. Second woe: Horses with breast- 
plates of fire and of lacinth and of brim- 
stone, and the heads of these horses were 
as the heads of lions; from their mouth 
issued fire, smoke and brimstone. Do 
you think these could be just ordinary 
horses? No, for no ordinary horse can 
issue fire and brimstone out of his 
mouth. But these are only God’s judg- 
ments that He vowed in His wrath that 
He would pour out His fury like 
“FIRE,” and the rocks are thrown down 
by Him. 

The second woe is to continue for 
one year, one month, one day, one hour. 
At the close of the second woe there is 
a great earthquake. The tenth part of 
the cities fall and there is slain 7,000 
men. The beginning of the first woe un- 
til the finishing up of the second woe 
will be eighteen months, one day, and 
one hour. During this time the day of 
mercy is over, the door of mercy closed, 
when there is silence in heaven for the 
space of one-half hour, the condition of 
the world spiritually for almost two 
years, all the good will be gone except 
the 144,000 Jews. The people will be 
worshiping idols and devils. They will 
be given to murder, soceries, fornication, 
and theft, and yet with all the judg- 
ments coming upon them, they will not 
repent. All self-respect and chastity will 
be gone. The inhabitants are wholly 
given up to lustful demons; govern- 
ment, law and order is smashed; murder 
will be on every hand. O dear soul, 
can’t you see what is in God’s tomor- 
row? If you are not ready for the rap- 
ture, let me persuade you to get ready 
at once for Jesus is coming VERY soon 
to get those that are ready before God 
comes out to punish the wicked for 
their sins. 

I have just given you a glimpse of

God’s Chosen People 


"O ye seed of Israel his servant, ye chil- 
dren of Jacob, his chosen ones,” 1 Chron. 
16:13. 

There have been many heartaches 
among the fundamentalists lately con- 
cerning God’s chosen people, on account 
of some leaders in different countries 
manifesting a bitter spirit toward them. 
There is a document called The Proto- 
cols. This is being used by many lead- 
ers in different countries who claim that 
the orthodox Jews have planned to over- 
throw the governments of the world 
and take possession of them. In the 
United States, especially California and 
some parts of the East, there is a bitter 
feeling against God’s people, the Jews, 
and when we say the Jews we mean all 
Israel. There can be no distinction be- 
tween the ten tribes and the two tribes. 
Many Christian hearts have been 
grieved and bowed with sorrow over the 
awful persecutions, especially in Ger- 
many and Austria, against the Jews. 
There may be some unorthodox Jews 
who are taking a part in denouncing 
Christianity but these Jews have left the 
God of their fathers and are no more 
classed with those who still love God’s 
laws and are trying to retain in their 
hearts the love for the God of their 


fathers. 

The hatred against the Jewish race 
has brought persecution and death upon 
them in many places. Their property has 
been taken from them, and all their 
valuable belongings, and they have been 
left in many places without a home and 
without food and clothing. Many gov- 
ernment leaders are blinded by un- 
scriptural teachings as to what their at- 
titude should be toward that race. It is 
true that Jesus was crucified by the 
Jewish race. 

“Saying, Behold, we go up to Jerusa- 
lem; and the Son of man shall be deliv- 
ered unto the chief priests, and unto the 
scribes; and they shall condemn him to 
death, and shall deliver him to the Gen- 
tiles,’ Mark 10:33. 

“When Pilate saw that he could pre- 
vail nothing, but that rather a tumult 
was made, he took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, saying, I am 
innocent of the blood of this just per- 
son: see ye to it. Then answered all the 
people, and said, His blood be on us, 
and our children. Then released he Ba- 
rabbas unto them: and _ when he had 
scourged Jesus, he delivered him to be 
crucified,” Matt. 27:24-26. 

A few years after the crucifixion, the 
Jewish race began to feel the awful ty- 
rant hand of the Gentiles upon them 
and they were taken captive of Titus 
and the city destroyed. From that time 
until now they have been scattered all 
over the world. Many of them have been 
slain. This truly is the fulfillment of 
their own desire when they said, “Let 
his blood be upon us and upon our chil- 
dren.” But it is said that they are pray- 
ing in most every country and God is 
taking them back to their homeland. 
This surely is a fulfillment of prophecy 
and makes us feel sure that the Church 
age is almost closed and God’s blessings 
will soon return to His people. 

Every Christian in the world should 
have a deep concern for these people and 
earnestly pray that God will protect 
them and lead them back to their mother 
land. 

“I say then, Hath God cast away his 
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people? God forbid. For I also am an Is- 
raelite, of the seed of Abraham, of the 
tribe of Benjamin. God hath not cast 
away his people which he foreknew. Wot 
ye not what the scripture saith of Elias? 
how he maketh intercession to God 
against Israel, saying, Lord, they have 
killed thy prophets, and digged down 
thine altars; and I am left alone, and 
they seek my life. But what saith the 
answer of God unto him? I have re- 
served to myself seven thousand men, 
who have not bowed the knee to the 
image of Baal. Even so then at this pres- 
ent time also there is a remnant accord- 
ing to the election of grace,” Rom. 11: 
1-5. 

So many people think that the ten 
tribes and the two tribes are separated 
and that only the tribe of Judah is be- 
ing persecuted and will be gathered back. 
But the Apostle certainly makes no dif- 
ference between Israel and Judah. We 
find from the Scriptures that God has 
not forsaken His people, Israel, but they 
are being punished for their awful mis- 
take in crucifying their King. God is 
surely going to gather them back and 
pour out His blessings upon them again. 
There certainly is a people, the seed of 
Jacob, that is under special divine pro- 
tection though scattered and persecuted: 
Who will be so foolish as to contend 
against these people, for they are God’s 
people? 

Today Israel stands at the grave of all 
her persecutors. “No weapon that is 
formed against thee shall prosper; and 
every tongue that shall rise against thee 
in judgment thou shalt condemn. This 
is the heritage of the servants of the 
Lord, and their righteousness is of me, 
saith the Lord,” Isa. 54:17. 

We are sure that the scripture here 
sighted refers to the very time in which 
we are living, when Israel is to be gath- 
ered back and every nation that per- 
secutes these people and _ takes their 
property is sure to pay for it with their 
own blood. Israel is helpless today. She 
stands with bowed head and is perse- 
cuted as no other people in the world, 
but truly she stands at the grave of ev- 
ery nation that takes a part in this per- 
secution. Just as sure as God sits on His 
throne, this thing will come back on 
those who are persecuting these people. 
These haughty, blood-thirsty slayers of 
God’s people will reap their reward, and 
at a time when there will be no hand to 
protect or save them. 

Israel is a chosen people. God may 
permit some nations to persecute and 
slay them, yet they will have to answer 
for it in the final, because no weapon 
formed against them shall prosper. 

“Give none offence, neither to the 
Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 
church of God,” 1 Cor.

How active and what great responsibili- 
ties rest upon them in the world. 

1. A Christian is described as one 
who loves the Lord.

4. The Christian seeks and enjoys the 
fellowship of that One who has _ re- 
deemed him from sin and is the object of 
His deepest love. Jesus said much to 
His disciples about “abiding in him.” 
Saint Paul made much of the fellow- 
ship of the Son of God to which he de- 
clared the Church is called (1 Cor. 1:9). 
Take away that daily fellowship that 
the Christian has with Christ, in medi- 
tation, in trials and burdens, in prayer, 
ministry, and service, and what would 
there be left? The abiding life and fel- 
lowship of Christ in the Spirit is the 
heart and soul of our salvation. 

5. As Christians we serve Christ. His 
cause and interests become our own, and 
the furtherance of His kingdom our 
chief aim. Preaching, teaching, giving, 
ministering to the sick and needy and 
all kinds of Christian service are a serv- 
ice unto Christ. The good Samaritan in 
his way was serving Christ, and all of 
our service, even to the giving of a cup 


of cold water in Jesus’ name, He ac- 
cepts and rewards.

Echoes From Jamaica, B. W. I. 


“If our gospel be hid, it is hid to them 
that are lost: In whom the God of this 
world had blinded the minds of them 
which believe not, lest the light of the 
glorious gospel of Christ, who is the 
image of God, should shine unto them,” 
2 Cor. 4:3, 4. 

We occasionally come in contact with 
people upon whom tthe gospel of our 
Lord makes no impression. When I say 
“the gospel” I am not dealing with 
formal religion but the live gospel where 
the power of God is manifest. This 
scripture classifies such people as fol- 
lows, “If our gospel be hid it is hid to 
them that are lost.”

BERNSTADT, Ky.—I see the sun of 
victory peeping over the eastern horizon 
at E. Bernstadt. Thank God, I perceive 
day is dawning after going through the 
dark perilous hours of night, while so 
many good friends were unwilling to see 
us suffer what they thought was un- 
necessary suffering and told us we 
could do nothing here. Only a few good 
people thought we could do some good 
here. But our state overseer, at that time 
when I was sinking beneath the strug- 
gles of life, threw out the life line to 
me.
